WHY NOT SAY SOMETHING? 

A voluntary registration shows there are be- 
tween 8,000,000 and 10,000,000 unemployed 
people in the United States; people that is, who 
are not only without employment but who need 
and want employment. If Canada has not suc- 
ceeded in getting al! the involu y idle back 
at work, it is not peculiar in that respect. In 
point of fact the proportion of unemployed is 
amalier here than in the Republic, due to the cir- 
cumstances that settlement is less dense and the 
masses of people less dependent on others for 
employment. 

The Roosevelt administration has pursued a 
recovery policy which its enemies are enthusias- 
tically ready to call “inflationary The Gov- 
ernment of Canada has pursued a policy which 
its enemies say is not marked by any notable 
departure from orthodoxy. And both have ar- 
rived at about the same place; facing the fact 
that an embarrassing number of people cannot 
find means to support themselves, though pro- 
duction and trade figures are back to those of 
1926, and in some particulars have passed the 
mark of that supposedly “normal” year. 

Moreover, both countries are shuddering at 
the possibility of another depression gathering 
on the horizon, due again to the present or pros- 
pective piling up of more surpluses. And the 
economists who berated Roosevelt for his in- 
flationery policy, and their opposite numbers in 
this country who have been boasting about the 
wisdom of “old and tried” methods, are unan- 
imously and conspicuously silent on the subject 


of how to get the remaining unemployed at work 


or how to dispel the menace of another defla- 
tion period. 

Since the “sound money” advisers want 
Roosevelt to go back to orthodoxy, and the King 
Government to stay orthodox, it would seem to 
be up to them to offer something in the way of a 
solution for the continuing unemployment 
problem, and something by way of explaining 
how another depression can be stood off until 
the damages of the last one have been repaired, 


DOING BETTER 

Mr. S. J, Hungerford, president of the Na- 
tional Railways, gave the public some encourag- 
ing information as to how that public utility 
fared during 1937, in the course of his New 
Year message. The conclusion of the matter is 
that parliament will have to vote less money 
than last year to meet fixed charges, despite 
loss of traffic through drought in the wheat belt 
and the recent business recession. 

The gross revenues of the system were sub- 
stantially more than for 1936, and 34 per cent 
higher than in 1933. The net revenue was near- 
ly a third more last year than the year before. 

The Railways have been heavy buyers of 
rolling stock, thus contributing indirectly, as 
well as directly, to provide employment and 
wages. These expenditures went for the pur- 
chase of what are called “capital goods,” com- 
modities which have lasting and wealth-repro- 
ducing character, That is the branch of indus- 
try which collapsed, in Canada and elsewhere, 
seven years ago and precipitated the great de- 
pression. Upon its restoration to full activity 
depends the speed at which unemployment can 
cease to be a “problem”. 

This will be the sixth consecutive year in 
which the National deficit has grown smaller. 
That so much could be accomplished in lean 
years by paring down costs is assurance that the 
deficit will disappear completely when normal 
traffic conditions return and revenue soars. 

In 1928 Canada’s wheat crop amounted to 
567,000,000 bushels. Hauling out the wheat and 
hauling in the goods bought with wheat money 
kept the railways busy and made them pros- 
percus. In 1937 the wheat crop amounted to 
only an estimated 182,000,000 bushels. That 
meant less traffic both ways for the railways, 
as it meant less selling and buying by the wheat- 
growers and poorer living for their families. 

Lumbering and other industries increased 
their car-loadings, while tourist and general 
passenger traffic showed heavy gains. These 


_ items in part made up the lost wheat traffic, but 


only in part, and there will be no surprise that 
the earnings of the system were again less than 
the expenses.

BLIND WAR HATREDS 

A last, far-away echo of the madness of 
World War days came across the sea the other 
day in the shape of a cablegram announcing that 
Ernst Lissauer had died in Vienna. 

Ernst Lissauer, in case you have forgotten, is 
the man who wrote the famous “Hymn of Hate” 
which Germans used between 1914 and 1918 as a 
vehicle for their dislike of England and the Eng- 
lish. 

His life is over now, and he surely leaves as 
odd a claim to the remembrance of history as any 
maf could ask for. 

For Lissauer was sorry he ever wrote the 
“Hymn.” Everr before the war had ended, he had 
switched away from a feeling of desperate 
hatred to a hope that the enemies might become 
reconciled. 

After the war he devoted himself to the cause 
of pacifism. When Hitler came to power Lissauer 
moved to Vienna so that he could go on writing 
his anti-war plays without interference. 

In 1914, Lissauer was a plump, good-natured 
man with a rising reputation as a poet. 

He had never been in England, had never 
seen an Englishman, knew nothing about the 
country; but one day, a month or so after the war 
broke out, he was sitting with a group of 
journalists in a Hamburg cafe when news came 
that England had held up an American ship 
which was bringing hospital supplies to Ger- 
many. 

This touched some spring in the poet's breast. 
His indignation overflowed, he grabbed pencil 
and paper, and in a short time the “Hymn of 
Hate” was written. 

One of the journalists took it with him; pres- 
ently it got published, and before long it had 
swept all of Germany. 

The kaiser decorated Lissauer with the Order 
of the Red Eagle, fourth class. Newspapers in all 
the Central Powers repriited the poem. 

It appeared in America. 

The British themselves reprinted it, made fun 
of it, and used it to bolster their own war-born 
hatred of the Germans. 

All in all, 1t was a perfect symbol of the mad- 
ness of the universal war spirit. 

Lissauer, meanwhile, was having his second 
thoughts. 

In less than a year he was joining in a cam- 
paign against including the poem in books for 
children. By 1918 he was actively working for a 
reconciliation with England. 

After the war ended he worked heart and 
soul for pacifism. But he never could catch up 
with himself; as long as his name is remembered, 
it will be remembered as the name of a man who 
burst out with a terrible cry of hatred. 

Is it stretching things too much to suggest 
that what happened to Lissauer was only what 
happened to all of us, in less degree, during the 
war's madness?—Vancouver Sun.

The patient with an irritable colon or with 
spastic colitis often notices a fresh outbreak of 
his symptoms with an increase in his emotional 
load. Worry over money, domestic difficulties, 
disturbances in business and similar situations 
are therefore often accompanied by a marked 
disturbance in the coion. 


Probably the most noticeable symptom is an 
acute awareness on the part of the patient that 
lie has a colon. In good health, one is not con- 
scious of the large intestine as it quietly goes 
about its work in peace, however, this unaware- 
ness is lost when the colon is irritable or spastic 
and the patient knows all too well that he has a 
colon and there is something wrong with it. 


The stools are variable and at one time they 
may be frequent and watery and at other times 
may be infrequent and hard. Because of the 
colon being irritated, the mucous membrane 
which lines it may secrete mucus in abnormal 
amounts. This then appears in the stools in the 
form of strings, shreds or large pieces of mucus. 

The patient tires very easily and reports 
early fatigue after either mental or physical 
effort. Usually he is anxious and troubled by a 
vague feeling of uneasiness. 

When the colon undergoes a crisis period ac- 
companied by muscular spasm he may describe 
tenderness or a sore, aching sensation. During 
the inbetween stages this may settle down into a 
dull discomfort. There is considerable intestinal 
gas and the patient often says that the colon feels 
as though it were stopped up, or as though it 
had a lump in it. The abdomen may feel hard 
and rigid in one spot. 

Digestive discomfort is common, making the 
patient unsure as to whether a meal will agree 
with him. Palpitation and rapid beating of the 
heart are other frequent symptoms. 

As is to be expected from the underlying 
nervous instability, the patient develops a wide 
variety of nervous symptoms. He may complain 
of being what he calls “jittery,” or he may com- 
plain of sweating of the hands, nervous trembl- 
ing, a sense of pressure in the head, blushing or 
perhaps he may complain of periods when the 
nerves jump or twitch. 

In spite of all the uncomfortable symptoms 
which the patient may develop, there is con- 
siderable hope of overcoming his troubles pro- 
vided he is willing to follow directions carefully. 
With good bowel care, the use of a careful diet, 
avoidance of emotional strain and the obser- 
vance of other measures, the average patient 
may be greatly helped. The patient should recog- 
nize and bring out into the open any mental con- 
flict which has been wasting energy. The mind 
often has a remarkable power to right itself 
when the conflict is openly faced. Above all, the 
patient must learn the attitude that the situation 
which can not be changed, must be accepted. 

With such re-adjustment and with the ob- 
servance of sensiBle habits of living, it is often 
possible to help the patient enough so that his 
abdominal distress disappears, he is able to 
digest his meals in comfort, is able to exercise, 
and to do as much work as the average in- 
dividual. After this is accomplished, the colon is 
no longer irritable or the spastic contraction no 
longer occurrs; and there is a great improvement 
in general well-being.

QUESTION: Mrs. G. G. writes: “For some 
time I have had a sore spot between the 
shoulders and feel like something was creeping 
under the flesh. What do you think causes this 
and advise me?” 

ANSWER: The spot between your shoulders 
might be a reflex sensation from the irritation 
of some internal organ or it might be due to 
some nerve pressure or irritation in the back 
itself. This symptom is commonly found among 
brain workers who work under tension; it is 
also common among typists.

Soviet Purge Takes 1,300 Lives 


In Sweeping Upheaval Of 1937; | 


Moscow-Tokyo Tension Grows 


Only Few High Executives Keep Posts—_ 


Eight Generals Executed for Treason— 
Army and Navy Get New Chiefs 
By NORMAN B. DEVEL 

MOSCOW, Jan. 4.—The Soviet Union closed the year 
1937 in the mopping up stage of an internal upheaval which 
caused an almost complete turnover in government and eco- 
nomic leadership with the exception of Josef Stalin and a 
handful of his highest executives, and many of the latter 


were not exempt. 


A new Supreme Soviet was elect- 
ed December 12 under the new 
Stalin constitution adopted a year 
ago, but the actual turnover in 
leadership came as the result of 
a@ purge during which there were 
approximately 1,300 executions, 
thousands of arrests and an incal- 
culable number of dismissals and 
transfers. 

Three of the five presidents of 
the Central Executive Committee 
were disgraced and probably ar- 
tested; seven of the 19 commisari- 
ats of the U.S.S.R. through transfer 
or disgrace changed leadership; ‘he 
army and navy commands were 
shaken up, with eight generals in 
the former service executed for 
treason. 


NINE COMMISSARS OUSTED 

In the Russian Socialist Feder- 
ated Soviet Republic, comprising 
most ofthe area and population of 
the country, all nine commissars 


were removed., Also were the 
presidents of White Russia, 
Armenia, Azerbaidjan, Kazakstan, 


Turkmenistan, Tadjikistan and Kir- 
ghizia. 

The premiers of the Ukraine, 
Armenia, Azerbaidjan, Uzbekistan, 
Turkmenistan, Tadjikistan and 
Kirghizia were removed. 

The presidents of every one of 
the nine autonomous republics in- 
cluded in the R.S.F.S.R. were re- 
moved with the exception of one 


‘Yakutia), as likewise were their | 


premiers with the exception of one 
«(Mordovia). 

In most cases the removals re- 
sulted in arrests on charges of 
separatism, nationalism and seek- 
ing the return of capitalism with 
the aid of foreign powers. Leader- 


ship in the governments of the 
provinces changed just as com- 
pletely. 

Innumerable arrests of Com- 


munist party secretaries and lead- 
ers were recorded, the first time 
that a purge has been extended so 
deeply nto the ranks of the party 
itself.

He intended, he continued, no sug- 
xestion that the strengthening of 
the popular will called for any 
lessening of regard for the Canadian | 
federal system, as devised by the 
Fathers of Confederation. 


IS ESSENTIAL 


“This is not a case of opposition 
of powers where, as one waxes the 
other wanes. It is a case where 
new elements of life and energy 
come in to vitalize and strengthen 
the whole system. There would 
have been no Dominion of Canada | 
except upon the basis of federation; 
and this is still essential to its con- 
tinued existence. a 

“The shrill, isolated voices that 
cry out for a unitary state speak for 
minds that know nothing about the 
spirit which made and sustains con- 
federation, Devotion to one’s pro- 
vince in its sphere, not only does 
not exclude but reinforces the con-| 
viction, which is the very core of 
Canadian patriotism, that it is not 
only explicit in the terms of con-| 
federation as defined by the found-| 
ers, but implicit in the realities of 
the situation that Canada has the! 
rights and the powers, the immun- 
ities and the sovereignty requisite 
for her position as a nation in the 
great company of nations of the 
world.” 


COMMON INTEREST 


“The people of Canada, if I know | 
them,” said Dr. Dafoe, “will not be 
willing that their country should 
serve in the great company of na- 
tions with truncated and inferior 
powers, I am in this address keep- 
ing my eyes strictly on the national 
scene, but I do not need to tell this 
audience that the free nations will | 
find it necessary one of these days 
to get together to consider how to 
protect their common interest in a 
free world, if it is not to be ever- 
lastingly too late. That is an ex- 
ternal reason to reinforce the in- 
ternal reasons why Canada must be 
a nation and not an abstraction or 
a geographical expression.”

TRICTLY speaking, drouth—in the agricultural] sense, does not fall 

within the boundaries of this column. Drouth, however, is perhaps 
the major enemy of game birds and animals and that puts it officially in 
our alley, There are indications that the next couple of months are likely 
to bring legisiative measures aimed at checking this menace that threatens 
to create a great American desert up and down the plains region through 
the centre of the continent And all available data is needed. 

For the guidance of sportsmen and nature lovers a number of pertinent 
facts on the drouth problem have just been published by the National 
Association of Audubon Societies, 1775 Broadway, New York, in the form 
of a booklet by William Vogt. It deals with terrific toll of wild life that 
US. drouth conditions have taken and the general principles laid down 
apply equally to western Canada. 

The following quotations pretty well sum up the situation, There 
seems every reason to believe that drouth is largely the result of man’s 
silly craze to drain every swamp, lake and pond and cut down every tree 
jn a mad rush to put every available foot of land into the production of 
crops for which there is no market.

ITHIN our generation we have drained 17,000,000 acres of water from 
the North Central States and the prairie regions of America where

the drouth is now most severe. Certain it is that by ditching and digging | 
we have contrived to convert 17,000,000 acres of what was once marsh and) 
lakeland into fields on which misdirected farmers have sought to raise | 


more grain to contribute to an already over-supplied market. Millions 
have been poured into elaborate ditches that rob this area of the source 
of summer moisture and send it rushing seaward in the form of devastating 
Hoods, 


The total acreage drained in the United States alone is now 
84,000,000 acres—more than the combined total area of England, Scot- 
land, Wales, Ireland and the Channel Islands. In addition to this 
tremendous area another 18,000,000 acres have been drained in 13 
states that have no organized drainage enterprises.
